REPORT 


OF THE 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


SEABROOK, N. H. 


For the Year ending March 31, 1882.

In compliance with the requirements of school laws, and 
long established usage, your Committee respectfully. submits 
the following report, for the year ending March 31st, 1882: 


The condition of all schools in town, coming under the 
school committee’s supervision, may in general be considered 
a prosperous one. All have given evidence of a marked de- 
eree of progress during the last year. Those that have not 
attained a high rank, have yet made a commendable advance ; 
and none have been left at a standstill. Teachers and schol- 
ars, with but few exceptions, have performed their duties well ; 
and have seemed to put forth their best efforts for the advance- 
ment of their respective schools. Those to whom the duty of 
procuring instructors had been intrusted, were generally most 
fortunate in their selections; the larger proportion of teachers 
possessing qualifications of a high order. 

The relations between teachers and scholars in the different 
schools, with a single exception, have been in their character 
the most cordial and pleasant; and perfect harmony has 
prevailed throughout. 


; 
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Early in the year your committee considered the matter of 
making a radical change of text books in all the schools. He 
believed it necessary as well as expedient, to do the work at 
once. A favorable opportunity presented itself of displacing 
most of the old books in use, and in their stead substituting 
new ones, at a very slight cost in a few instances and entirely 
without expense in most cases. While it is not claimed that 
every new book is better than the old, it is believed that the 
greater number are superior in quality, embodying new  prin- 
ciples with improved methods of instruction; that they 
contain much- recent matter, and are in every respect 
‘thoroughly modern.” Further than this, a uniform series of 
text books is now secured for each district in town. 

The scholars who have attended school this last year, have 
all been well supplied with books. In cases where parents or 
guardians did not furnish those in their care with books, your 
committee was instructed to provide all such with books, at 
the publisher’s expense. To the credit of the people be it said, 
however, there were but few who did not feel able and willing 
to make the small sacrifice required. 

Here, in this place, your committee would comment briefly 
on the fact, that too many children between the ages of. five 
and fifteen years are not regular attendants at school. This 
is a matter of regret, and it is hoped that parents and guard- 
ians will in the future look more closely after those whose 
interests demand their strict watchfulness and attention. 


DISTRICT No. 1. This school was under the instruction 
of Miss Sadie S. Chase, who continued in charge throughout 
the scheol year. Miss Chase gave the school her undivided 
attention, while her pupils were diligent in study, and pro- 
gressed rapidly. The school room was a model of good order 
and neatness.
